Evam me sutam: Thus I heard: 

Ekam samayam Bhagavà one time the Blessed One, 

Gayayam viharati was dwelling in Gaya, 

Gaya-sise saddhim bhikkhu-sahassena. at Gaya head, with one thousand monks. 


l , There the Blessed One addressed the 
Tatra kho Bhagavā bhikkhū āmantesi — 


monks: 
“Sabbam, bhikkhave, adittam. “Monks, all is on fire. 
Kifica, bhikkhave, sabbam adittarn? What, monks, is the all that is on fire? 
Cakkhu, bhikkhave, adittarm, “The eye, monks, is on fire, 
rapa aditta, forms are on fire, 
cakkhu-vifiianam adittam, eye-consciousness is on fire, 
cakkhu-samphasso aditto. eye-impression is on fire.
